The winter at Slave lake and 
Peace river bas been quite as mild as at Ed- 
monton, There was a snow fallin the early 
part of the winter, but warm weather made 
the ground bare again shortly. Horses have 
been used all winter in packing supplies, 
instead of dog trains, The cattle on the H. 
B. ranche about 20 wiles south west of Dun- 
veyan have picked their living all winter and 
have done well, including the thoroughbred 
Polled Angus aud grade stock taken through 
last season, in which there has been a satie- 
factory increase, Game and iur bave been 
scarce this winter, and the Indians at Stur- 
gvon lake, north of Slave lake,hayve suffered. 
Relief supplies were sent out to them by Dr. 
McKay from the stock furnished by the 
coveriment, While this relieftor the desti 
tute is necessary i some cases it has a demor- 
alizing influence on the Indians, as a whole, 
relieving them from the necessity of doing 
their very best to support themselves and 
causing them to look rather to goverument 
charity than to their own exertions for their 
support. There has been some sickness 
among the Indians at Slave lake of the 
nature of a cold but no deaths bave re- 
sulted,

RAILWAY FR9SI ECTS. 

There is every indication that we are on 
the eve of that era of railway building in the 
Northwest which has been promised and ex- 
pected each year since the C, P. R. was com- 
pleted ucross the plains in 1883. But such 
dcep disappointment has so iuvariably 
followed these high expections that peuple 
are slow to believe that the dawn of a day ot 
better things is at hand. It is true. that the 
prospects as far as charter gtanting or, pro- 
positions regarding’ C. P. R. branch lines are 
concerned were quite as brilliant five years 
ago as to-day, but other circumstances have 
changed most materially, People who have 
been so disappointed at railway building 
not having been pushed in the past yeurs 
should reineu.ber that whatever tne advant- 
ages of the country, whatever the natural 
Opportunities tor the profitable investment ot 
Capital, untila year ago there was an act of 
Parliament vo prevent, the investment of 
money in railway lines in the Northwest 
outside the C. P, K.—the monopoly act or 
clause in the act relating to the Northwest 
and its companion policy of disallowance in 
Manitoba. Under monopoly, capitalists in- 
vesting in railway cnterprises in Manitoba 
or the Northwest would place themselves 
Practically at. tie mercy of the C. P. hk, 
which of course they declined to do. The 
wonder is not that during these years there 
was so little railway construction but that 
there was any. it was not to-be expected 
that acountry denied ita natural develop 
ment by means of railways would be attrac- 
tive to persons desirous of investing money, 
labor or time in ordinary pursuits, especially 
when other fleds were open to theni which 
lay under no such disability; vo that the 
settlement which otherwise might bave 
attracted railway enterprise did not, and 
could not be expected to, take place. The 
C. P. R, itself vid not, lie under this disabii- 
ity. It might have built branch lines and 
gridironed the cvuntry by this time, bur 
under monopoly and disallowance it did not 
have to,anu gave its chief attention t. 
competing with Orited States railways for 
United States traffic to the benefit of the 
people of the United States, believing that 
having the field secured to itself it could 
build in the Northwest at its leisure. Now, 
however, every part of Manitoba and the 
Northwest ieas free to railway investors 
independentof the C, P. R. as any part of 
the United Stats; foreven the opposition 


which the ©. P. R. might still show has for 


reasons pertaining to that company itself 
been compelled to be withdrawn. 
In view of this fact, if the Cc. P. Rk. 
desires to share in thu development of the 
Northwest it can no longer lie idle but muat 
Push the construction of ita long promised 
branches. The mere knowledge of the fact 
that railway development is now untram 
melled removes the greatest bar to a profit- 
able immigration; and as, before, the fact of 
railway development not being allowed pre- 
vented immigration which therefore made 
that development unnecessary, now, the 
fact that railway construction is allowed 
will permit a flow of inmigration which will 
make railway development necessary and 
profitable. Another thing to be borne in 
mind is that the country was newer and less 
known one, two, three, four or five years ago 
than itis to-day. Doubtless the great natur- 
aladvantages of the country were believed 
in as firmly by residents and announced as 
confidently in immigration pamphlets then 
as now, But the absolute 
proof that exists now was lacking then, 
Although the white population of the North. 
west is perhaps only 30,000 the fact that it 
is sowuch, that it is located at points 
scattered allover the fertile belt, that the 
people are not only staying with the country 
and therefore waking a living, but are in- 
creasing in numbers even under adverse 
Ciroumstances, and not only so but have the 
utmost confidence in the country, is prour if 


blished 


proof is possible that it is good. Far different 
from thetime when atrip to Fort Ellice 
was a voyaye of discovery and one to Edmon- 
ton was like a tour round the world, Favor- 
able experience for aconsiderable time is 
necessary to induce men to invest hard 
dollars in anyJenterprise, and more particul- 
arly in railway building. ‘That favorable ex- 
perience has been more and more establish- 
ed each succeeding year and has now reach- 
ed a point at which itis reasonable to hope 
investment may be induced, or if it has uot 
yet been reached certainly must be in the 
near future. Not only is the outlook favor- 
able in the Held of investment, that is in,the 
Northwest, but it is equally tyorable to this 
district in the tield trom which the invest- 
ments must be drawn, that is Great Britain. | 
uring late years the Australian colonies, 

New Zealand and the Argentine republic 
have been favorite fields for the investment 
of British capital. The amonnts taken were 
large, the prutits higher then those offered 
in Canada and the security good. But it 
seenis from Bradstreet’s, the leading commer- 
cial paper of the United States, that in 
Australia ‘and New Zealand borrowing 
privileges have been overdone, and a depres- 
sion has resulted which has made investment 
there less desirable than forinerly and at the 
same time. decreased the demand for money 
for ‘investment. On the heels of this in 
Australia has come a drought which has 
brought ruin on a large part of the leading 
productive industry of the country and 
xreatly increased the depression otherwise 
existing. In the Argentine, which has re- 
ceived a liberal supply of British money 
lately, Bradstreet’s also says that although 
the boom is still in progress it has reachea 
such a pitch that paper money has been de- 
clured legal tender, which at once tends to 
check thefiow of British money to that 
country. As there isa continual surplue of 
money for investment in Britain the clus- 
ing of these three important fields naturally 
teuds toturn attention to other desiable 
regions and proportionately improves the 
standing of Canadian enterprises in the eyes 
of the British investor.: The fact that 
Canada 1s Britain’s nearest as well as largest 
colony, that politically it ts as secure as the 
United Kingdom itself (aq feature lacking in 
any foreiyn fields of investment which offer 
larger profits) and that the Northwest—its 
natural advatages amply proven by so many 
years of experience,—is at last opened freely 
to investment, tends strongly in our favor in 
the British mopey market at the present 
time as compared with the late past. Not- 
withstanding allthis it will be well to re 
member that railroad enterprises are not 
yone into blindly or hurriedly, and railroads
